pameE Minister Churchill and 


President Roosevelt in their 
conferences to decide the future 
grand strategy of the Allies, are 
looking at 2 war problem from a 
different angle than was Napo- 
leon when he made the observa- 
tion that “beyond the Alps lies 
Italy.” The situation today is that 
“beyond Italy lie. the Balkans.” 

A successful Invasion of that 
peninsula would leave Germany 
stripped of her last satellite ally— 
save perhaps Finland—and bared 
to the swelling storm of bombs, 
buHets and revolt. 

The present disorganized state 
of the Italian troops evacuating 


the Balkans invites attack there. 


To do it, the United Nations need 
capture no more Italian soil than 
they hold now. They can jump 
from Cairo to Crete. Or they may

Although difficulties would be 
greater than in attacking Sicily 
or even the Italian mainiand, we 
have shown that we know how to 
handle amphibian operations. 
Conquest of the Balkans would 
give us virtually every advantage 
that we would gain from con- 
quest of Italy, crippled as she is 
already. From the Balkans as 
from northern Italy we could 
bomb Axis war factories, notably 
Skoda, and those in south Ger 
many and Austria as well as the 
Ploesti oil fields and even Silesia.
